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Distribution of 31 popular plants (Tab. 1 and Figs. 1-8) in Miyazaki prefecture, 
Kyushu district, sorthem Japan was surveyed in cooperation with local botanists. Kerria 
japonica is restricted to the northern part of the prefecture. Adenocaulon himalaicum has 
a similar pattern with sporadic occurence to K. japonica as far as the southern hill region. 
Macleaya cordata is found in the northern hill region rather than in the southern lower 
plain.
